DRASTIC MEASURES BY 
NANKING. 


REAL HOPE OF IMPROVEMENT IN 
SILVER MARKET. 


CURBING SPECULATION. 


HE FIRST ray of hope of an improvement in the 
silver market in the immediate future, emerges 
from a message from our Shanghai Correspondent 
this morning, announcing that the Nanking Government 
is imposing vigorous restrictions on the operations of 
the Shanghai Gold Bar Exchange, generally regarded 
as the most potent influence. in the world silver market. 


Colossal speculative dealings in gold bars in Shang- 
hai have provided, it is contended, one of the principal 
causes of the collapse of silver prices. In future, 
however, only bona fide exporters will be allowed to buy 
oy sell, the names of dealers must be submitted daily 
for examination, brokers will lose their licences for 
infringing regulations, and an additional safety 
measure is contained in a requirement of a deposit of 
ten per cent. on all transactions. 

It is the general opinion in Shanghai that the silver market 
will improve a2 a-result of the measures. Meanwhile, Mr. H. H. 
Kung, commenting on the proposed silver loan to China, hints‘ 


a it will be unacceptable unless accompanied by a large gold 
credit.

chants in the pust and to-day have 
been able to secure rates for their 
bitls which in other circumstances 
would not haye been posaible, and 
that’ brings inte prominence the 
ease where speculation proves of 
benefit to the commercial com- 
munity. When, however, to refer 
again ta the above, passage, 
apeculation becomes. n danger, it 
ia abviously time for action. Pro- 
bably the sancst view to be obtain- 
ed on the matter is that of the 
exchange brokers handling the 
bills of Importing and exporting 
firms, and in the present state of 
affairs, it is. interesting to note 
that so far as can‘be-learned the 
freer market which the Exchange 
affords, offsots the greater ‘ovils.

JAPANESE “ANXIETY. 


Shanghai Feb. 1. 

The ‘proposal by the Ministry 
of Communications for the 
formation of # Sind-Americ: 
Shipping Company, with vessels 
to ply between coastal ports and 
Chinese inland waters, | has 
evoked considerably _ interest 
among foreign shipping and 
commercial circles here. 

It is now revenled that the 
Ministry suggests that the vessels 
should run between Shanghai and 
Canton hnd also between Shang- 
hal and Nanking, Hankow, Foo- 
chow and Tientsin. The scheme 
contemplates improving Canton aa 
un shipping centre, and it is 
believed that as a reault of vessels 
plying directly between Canton 
and North China | ports, the 
import and export trade of Kwang- 
tung will be expanded. 

The Ministry, of Communientions 
has requested officials of the Minis- 
try of Forciyn ATairs to approach a 
well-known | American, shipping 
company, with extensive  .con- 
nexiong in the Far Enst and 
branch offives at Shanghai nnd 
Hongkong, suggesting that nego- 
tintions be opened for the forma- 
tion of the Company. 7 


To Fly Chinese Flag. . 


The proposals are that the 
American company shall supply’ 
vessels to run én old and new 
routes under their management. 
Flying the Ohinese — flag, the 
yessola will be registered with the 
Chinese Government and will be 
subject to Chinese .navigation re- 
gulations, The gugyested — ser- 
vices are Shanghai-Nanking, 
Shanghai-Canton, Shanghai-Han- 
how and Shanghai-Foochow, 

It is however, pointed out that 
the type of, vessel avned by the 
Company said to be cerned will 
find it extremely if not 
impossible to nivigate the Pearl 
River up to Canton on account of 
their draft. 

The nearest point to which 
vessels of the type can appronch 
is Whampno, : 

Unless the Canton Government 
is prepared to develop Whampag 
by constructing motor roads and 
railways linking Canton with 
Whampno, the scheme will start 
under a heavy handicap. 


Inland Waters ‘Traffic. 


It is obvious that the Importance 
of the formation of such a concern 
lies in the fact that, avith the 
backing of the Nunking Govern- 
ment, and by flying the Chinese 
flag, the vessels will have full 
rights on the inland water trade, 
which may be denied to foreign 
companies.

SOME PROBLEMS OF 
DISARMAMENT. 


Viscount Cecil still labours un- 
censingly for world disarmament, 
refusing to be discouraged by any 
diversity of opinion on the 
practical aspects of the question. 
He would, however, probably be 
the first to admit that this is a 
matter in which if definite action 
ix not taken in the near future, 
the danger of a new world war 
wi" continue to loom up on the 
horizon. Not that any nation in 
particulary is anxious te sturt a 
new conflict, but the will for 
must be encournged if 
tuke the 
opposite direction. This is why 
che. is so keen on arousing. public 
opinion along pacific lines, It is 
not enough that nations should 
formally foreswear as an 
of national policy: 
the desire of the peoples of the 
world for no more armed con- 
flicts must be reinfor¢ed by de- 
finite disarmament measures.

Unhappily, the relics of the 
Great War are still left us, and 
in this connexion it is.well to 
tnke note of the fact that there 
is a very considerable 
opinion in Germany which thinks 
that there is injustice in tho fact 
that whilst the limits of German 
disarmament are exactly deter- 
mined and defined, the experts 
of other countries meeting in 
council on the question of their 
own disarmament, emphaaise the 
diteulties of such limitation. A 
feellng of resentment is thus 
raised, and this in turn arouses 
a national spirit which is most 
feared by the sincere pacifist 
section In Germany. One Ger- 
man writer points out that it was 
France, and not-Germany, which 
was the author of the dictum 
that it was not cnough to com- 
‘pire the existing armaments of 
|nations, but that their. potential: 
fighting strength must nlso be

materin! for wartime prodvetion, 
Whoever, therefore, really dea:ers 
to prevent war must turn udds cir 
cumstance to account, making it the 
basis of protective and preventa- 
tive mensures at tho moment when 
war is expected to begin. It need 
not be stressed that a large effec- 
tive strength in combatants ard 
reserves enhances a nation's im- 
mediante preparedness for war. 
Nor is it necessary to show that a 
high proportion of officers and pro- 
fessional soldiera able to train re- 
cruits reduces the time required for 
further preparedness. This in- 
volvos the greatest danger of all, 
namely, that as every adult male 
is trained within a short poriod of 
service, the whole nation {fa in 
reserve ready to be called up at 
any moment. 


These pointa raise vital Issucs 
which will have to be threshed 
out at the coming World Con- 
ference, when the question of re- 
serves is bound to come forward. 
Wherever extreme nationalism 
exists, it is not dificult to plunge a 
country into war, for, unhappily, 
the danger to which cuch in- 
dividunl {s exposed is often not 
reallsed until long afterwards, and 
even longer still afterwards by the 
masres who have to nay the reckon- 
ing. War is a crude and barbaric, 
method of settling differences. 
We live in an age when it ought 
never to be possible. Unhappily 
there are Interests which thrive 
on warfare and which © still 
exercise too much influence in 
world affairs. Disarmament may 
not: be an absolute scunrantee 
against war, but, if enforced 
rigidly within well-defined limits it 
can materially aid the cause of 
pence. Supplemented by the en- 
couragement of pacific ideas, it 
offers the best means so far 
devised. :

It ig curious that mokt peoplo 
feol a great shrinking from allow- 
ing thoir volees to bo heard in 
public speech. A woman may sing 
quite-calmly before an audience of 
hundreds, and be tongue-tied 
whon she haa. to propose a voto 
of thanks before a few pcople. 
A man may bo the last person with 
whom wo would associate timidity, 
yot the prospect of an aftor-dinner 
apeech Is aufficient to spoil his 
whole evening. . i j 
Yot the art. of speaking in public 
is not very difficult to acquire, and 
once the initial nervousness has 
pasacd, a speech should be a plen- 
sant prospect rather than a dread-

Terrifying Faces! 


The first and west fens ale 
is—Be natural. Easily said, toss 
easily donc! Why is it that the 
aight of so many faces turned to- 
wards the speaker scoms to 
paralyse his vocal powers, and 
gives his -volce such an intonation 
that he has great difficulty in re- 
cognising it as his own? “Nerves,” 
of course, we would answer—n 
nervousness cauded by the ordeal 
that lics ahead. ’ 

But look at things in this way. 
Everyone, more or Jess, has the 
gift of specch, and can retail his 
experienecs. Suppose you have had 
an exciting experience to-day, or 
have seen something amusing, or 
wish to retafl o good story. You 
are in a room with a friend and 
have no difficulty, in retailing your 
experience, And if another friend 
enters, then a third, then a fourth, 
you are still free from any émbar- 
rassment. Now suppose you get up 
on a chair or footstool to tell your 
story—there you have crossed the 
almost invisible borderline between 
conversation and speaking in 
public. 7 ‘ 
_ And so let us think of speaking 
in public along this line—of digni- 
fied conversation: a monologue, if 
you will, with various adaptations 
and modifications to sult the cir- 
cumstances—yet essentially one 
man telling a few more men what 
he thinks, what he feels. what he 
has heard. 


The Platform Voice. 


With this in view, we can casily 
ace the importance of the rule: 
“Be nntural."| Many spenkers in- 
dulge in that weird monstrosity, a 
“platform voice,” under the delu- 
sion that {t arouses respect and 
admiration. And If they used it 
with their. friends they would un- 
hesitatingly be put down as con- 
ceited asses. Never mind though 
your voice betray’ the soft lilt of 
the Highlands, or the soothing 
}brondness of Aberdeenshire or the 
sing-song of the Glaswegian; it ia 
your tongue, and you have a right 
to it. But a vencor of Oxford, or 
even the more local “Kimmely 
Benk,” is an abomination to all 
sincere minds. It deceives nobody. 
Moreover, it.is a vencer which 
will easily crack. .

TWO SUMMONSES AGAINST. 
CHINESE DEALERS. 


Following the rofusal of the 
manufacturers to remove from tha 
local market sewing needles which 
boro an alloged infringement of tha 
“Cock and Hon” trade marks be- 
longing to Messrs. Reuter, 
Broeckolmann, three summonses 
against dealers wero brought by 
Mr. O.6.C.. Marton boforo Mr. 
Lindscli at the Central Police Court 
on Saturday. 

Mr, Horaco Lo appeared for twa 
of the defendants, denlors of Kwong 
Yuen Street, while the third de- 
fondant, a hawker, was not present. 

Mr. Marton explained that tho 
“Cock and Hen” trade mark of 
Messrs, Reuter, Brocckelmann & 
Co. had been used since 1900 and 
was registored in Hongkong In 1906, 
It became popular and well-known 
and was known among the Chinese 
ns Kai-trai Chum (chicken necdles). 
In May 1920, the mark of which 
Reuter, Broeckelmann & Co, now 
complained, was introduced into 
Hongkong from Japan in gmall 
quantities but not sufficient to make 
them take action. : 

On March 22 last an application 
for registration was mode by the 
manufacturers, but Messrs, Reuter, 
Broeckelmann. & Co. lodged an 
objection. After protracted pro- 
ceedings before tle Registrar it 
was decided that the aew mark was 
an infringement of the “Cock and 
Hen" and registration was refused, 

Mr. Marton pointed out the more 
important features where the wwvo 
brands impinged ond. said that 
Mesars, Deacons were {natructed 
to write Messrs. G.K. Hall Brutton, 
who acted for the other side, to 
have the “Monkey and Chicken" 
brand, the alleged infringement, 
removed from the market. No ro- 
ply, however, was received from 
Messra, G. K. Hall Brutton to that 
Ietter. 

Continuing, Mr. Marton said that 
an employee of Messrs. Reuter, 
Broeckelmann & Co, purchased a tin 
of the Japanese needles for $2 
Wherens a tin of “Cock and Hen” 
needles would cost $6.60. On the 
strength of that proceedings were 
taken and the premises of the three 
defendants searched.. 


_ In evidence Mr. W. G. Fischer, 
manager of the local branch of 
Messrs. Reuter, Broeckelmann & 
Co., bore out what Mr, Marton had 
sald, Witness stated that he had 
himsclf heard the “Monkey and 
Chicken” brand of needles being 
described by dealers as kat 
chum ..

N.Y.K. ISSUES INTERESTING 
PAMPHLET ON SUBJECT. 


Regarding tho orlgin and derivation 
of the word “Maru, commonly used 
with a namo of a ship, then have 
been diverse ylows oxpressed by 
different authorities, and thin sub- 
ject hos from tinfo to timo given riso 
to an animated discussion among 
students and laymen allke, 

An Interosting pamphlet fesucd by 
tho N.Y.K. ‘office declares: 

-“In tho Dec, 18-19 (1928) issues of 
the Afojfi’ Shimpo, there appeared an 
interesting article deallng with thia 
Subject, , written by Mr. Enosuko 
Nakamura. For the sake of general 
information to the public, wo take 

leasure in transiating the resumo of 

Is article as below: 

“In Japan, from no big oceangoing 
iinor to n small river craft, ench has 
fn name with the suMx “Maru.” As 
to “its origin nnd tho base of Its 
derivation, different views have heen 
expressed by men of knowledge, 
thus: 

1—According to_an old legend, -in 
ancient Chinn, under the reign of 
the Emperor Kotei, there wag n man 
by the name of Tai-to-sh! to whom a 
mesaenger from Heaven, - called 
Hnkudo-Maru, appeared ond taught 
him the art of shipbuilding. Since 
then, ships aro sald to havo been 
named with the suffix “Maru” in 
deference to the instructor. 

2—In olden times in Japan, family 
names often had the sufix “Maru” 
appended, juat as “yal? is nodded to 
names of business houses at present. 
This {s said to be a derivation of the 
word “Maru” applied to ships, 

3—-To call a ship “Maru” is, ne- 
cording to the heavenly system, the 
samc na to call the towers of a castle. 
Hon-maru, Nino-mnaru, ete, 

4—The name is derived 
divination, 


Reverence to Beity: 


6—The Shrine of Shiga Myojin in 
Shigashimn Isie in Chikuzen Pro. 
vince is dedicated to Akumo-gira- 
Maru, n deity supposed to Ilve under 
the water. Suflixing “Maru” to 
aames of Japanese ships ta due to 
teverenco to thin deity. 

&—To address on man or express 
oneself, Maru (or maro) was often 
used In the ofd times. Thus there 
were the names of Fujiwarn-no-Maro, 
Kaki-no-moto-no Hitomaro, Abe-no 
Nakamaro, etc. Among boys who 
subsequently heeame great men 
were Hiyosht Maru and Ushiwnks 
Maru, Domestic animals, such on 
horaes and dogs, were also called 
with the ondearing name of “Maru: 
such as Setsu Maro for a horse, and 
Okinn Maru for n dog. To call 
towers of a cnstle Ion-Mnru, Nino- 
Maru cte., is due to the fact that 
people in former days pad a prejudice 
against squareness in the. plan of 
enaticbuilding, and enlled the towers 
“Maru” (meaning roundness) in 
contradiction te their shapes. 

%—Maro ,was originnlly 9 aclf- 
depreciatory word etanding. for one- 
aclf, as “I or “myself” but it 
gradually beenme a word applied to 
intimate objects, such as kama-maru 
for n kama (sickla), hataori-maru for 
tiatsumushi (a species of cricket), 
ote. Names of swords, which were 
need to gunrd oneself were often 
sulfixed with “Maru,” as Koparasu- 
maru, Oni-maru, Tomokiri-maru, ete. 
It was also given to the names of 
male-children in general, but it was 
afterwards used only for children of 
anvle birth or pages serving in 
Buddhist, temples. 


Child Names. 


In conclusion Mr. Nakamura states 
his own viow ae follows: 

“It 4g true thnt, fram old times, 
children (male) were often ‘name 
with the suffix Maru, and the reasons 
for so nnming are: first, it sounds 
very cuphonious having a sense of 
dearnosa in itself; secondly, Maru 
(roundness) 1s ona of the shapes, 
much more symmetrical. than a 
triangle or a square and therefora 
beautiful; thirdly, Maru signifies 
harmony and possesses the meaning 
of encouraging tho child's future 
braving of the diMeultics of lifo and 
reaching tho shore of success. With
